HIS  Majefly,  King  JVILLIJM  III  by  the  pro- 
fperous  Succefs  of  his  Arms  at  the  Boyn  the  laft  Ycaf^ 
was  in  a  very  fhort  time  become  Matter  of  the  grcatcft 
part  of  Ireland  J  and  had  driven  the  late  King  James 
quite  out  of  the  Kingdom;  but  the  Seafon  of  the  Year,  and  the 
exceffive  Rains,  fo  frequent  in  that  Couniryj  would  not  permit 
him  any  farther  A£Hon.  For  which  reafon,  after  he  had  given 
order  for  his  Forces  to  take  up  their  Winter- Quarters  in  fuch  a 
Manner,  as  to  (hut  up  the  Rebels  within  the  moft  narrow  limits 
that  might  be,  and  prevent  their  Incurfions  into  the  regain'd 
Countries,  His  Majcfly  returned  for  Eftgland ;  leaving  to  Com- 
mand the  Army  and  complcat  his  Conquefts^  General  Gif^kJ^^ 
a  Perfon  of  great  Experience,  Fidelity,  Condud  and  Expedi- 
tion; as  will  appear  by  the  enfuing  Journal.  So  that  if  Story 
receive  its  luftre  from  the  Grandeur  of  the  A£tions  which  it  re- 
lates,  perhaps  this  Journal  may  be  thought  as  confiderabie  as 
has  fo»  many  years  come  forth  •,  as  well  for  the  Courage  of  the 
Souldiers,  the  Difficulty  and  Succefs  of  their  Enterprises,  and 
ibe  Importance  of  their  Conqucfts.

During  the  Winter^  Both  fides  lay  quier,  but  the  very  Ap- 
proach of  Spring  warm'd  the  EngUfl)  to  A6lion,  which  tlio*  nor 
fo  confiderable,  yet  was  preparatory  to  facilitate  the  Opening  of 
the  grand  Campaign,  which  did  not  begin  till  fometime  after- 
For  upon  the  i^th.  of  March  (^ where  this  Journal  begins)  Colo- 
nel Lillington^  between  eight  and  nine  at  Night,  march'd  from 
Rofcreaghj  with  a  Party  of  his  own,  which  being  joyn*d  by  ano- 
ther from  Bir^  madeim  together  Tbitc  Ruhdred  Horfe,  Fqot 
and  Dragoons ,  and  advanced  toward  l<lenagh ;  but  finding  'the 
way  to  ^  longer  then  heexpe61:ed5  and  day  coming  on,  hede- 
tach'd  Eighteen  Horfe  and  as  many  Foot,  which  he  mounted 
upon  Garram,  and  made  all  the  hafte  he  could  to  fecure  the 
Bridgb  about  half  a  Mile  irorti  Neaagh.  Upon  which  the  whole 
Garrifon  fallied  out,  to  oppofe  him  :  However  with  that  fmall 
party  he  maintained  the  Pafs,  till  his  Foot  came  up  ;  and  then< 
leaving  them  at  the  Bridge,  he  advanc'd  with  his  Horfe  toward 
the  Enemy,  who  at  adiflance  were  very  free  of  their  Shot,  v  but 
fo  foon  as  the  Englifh  came  nere  them,  began  to  run :  upon 
which  the  JLnglijh  purfu'd  them,  and  k\\id  about  Tw^t^pf 
which  number  was  a  Lieutenant,  and  took  one  CorrST  THMs 
done,  the  Colonel  fent  a  Detachment  to  fccnre  the  Ppiaa#ie 
other  fide  of  Nemghj  towards  LimericJ^  while  the  fefl:  oflhis 
Men  cnteied  the  Town  (the  Rebels  flying  into  the  CSftlcj  -and 
burnt  all  the  Houfcs,  together  with  a  great  Quantity  of  Mak 
and  Meal,  and  brought  away  three  hundred  Head  of  black  Cat- 
re],  with  the  Lpfs  but  of  two  Men  flain  out-righr,  and  another 
woinidcdv  but  of  theRebels  were  }c I iPd  between  forty  and  fifty.. 

At  the  fame  time  News  came  from  Cor^,  that"  upon,  advice 
that  a  Pen  ty  of  the  Rebels  were  cc  mc  tcforc  BdlimAgDolis^  a  fron- 
rkr  G,:arifon  poilciAi  by  the  E'/^glip  In  that  County,'  a  Party  v;as 
lent  from  Co^i^  to  relieve  it,  of  which  the  Enemy  being  inform'dV 
they  drew  ofi  in  great  difordcT-,  whereupon  the  Git rifon  fallied 
our',  kill'd  Xeveralof  the  Enemy,  and  took  fcvcn  Prifoners. 

Upon  the'  15th  of  March  a  detach'd  Polity,  of  150  Dragoons, 
ico  Militia- Horfe ,  and  130  Foot ,  marched  from  Cork^  under 
the  Commandof  Major  C/^//i/bM  lo^nvd  Bally cku^h,  where  the 
Rebels  were  about  to  have  entrench*d  themfelves  5  but  upon  the 
appearing  of  the  EngUfh^  they  quitted  their  Works,  and  fled 
with  that  (lafie,  that  all  the  Er^gUP^  could  do  in  the  purfuit  was,

CO  take  feven  PriToners,  of  which  four  were  Officers.  With  better 
fucccfs  a  Party  of  Sir  David  Collier's  Regiment,  qiurtered  about 
Bdndon^  together  with  fomcol  the  MiliiU  of  that  Place,  300  in 
ajl,  Comraanded  by  Lieutenant  Galenel  George  Hamilton,  mar- 
ched at  the  fame  time  into  the  Enemies  Quarters  about  Bantry^ 
where  they  killed  above  fevency  of  the  Rebels,  took  fifteen  Prifo- 
ners,  fix  hundred  Head  of  Black  Cartel,  and  a  good  number  of 
Horfes,  without  the  lofs  of  one  Man. 

Of  this  A6lion,  foon  after  there  came  a  more  full  account: 
That  upon  notice  that  Brigadier  Caroll  had  a  dcfign  to  fend  five 
Companies  of  Foot,  with  fome  Ammunition,  to  joyn  Collonci 
G  Damv4n,  in  order  to  maintain  Brntrvy  and  put  the  Country 
under  Contribution ;  Lieut.  Coll.  Hamilton  tn^vchcd  en  th«  J5ch 
of  March,  with  700  Foot  of  Sir  David  Colliers  Regiment,  ^  60 
Horfe  commanded  by  Lieut.  Coll.  0^i%5  and  8®  of  the  Militia, 
iand  the  next  day  about  two  in  the  Afternoon,  came  in  fight  of 
Bantry ;  but  finding  that  the  Enemy  had  quitted  the  Place  the 
fame  Morning,  followed  them  with  all  the  expedition  he  could* 
Whereupon  the  Enemy,  perceiving  themfelves  fo  clofely  pur- 
fued,  left  all  their  Cattel  behind,  and  betook  them feiyes  into  the 
Bogs ;  however  the  Englijh  followed  'em  four  Miles,  kill'd  about 
•4O5  took  14  Prifoners,  CoW.Cof^rcy  narrowly  efcapingj^nd  brought 
joff  1500  Head  of  Black  Cattel,  leaving  feveral  thoufands  be- 
hind, for  want  of  People  to  drive  'em,  That  night  the  Erjglip 
Hay'd  at  Bantry  t,  and  the  next  day,  after  they  had  burnt  the 
lown,  returned  back.

March  2$.  Thirty  of  the  Milltia-Dragobns,  commanded  by 
Lieutenant  Poive/,  were  ordered  to  fetch  up  feveral  Per fons  out  of 
the  County  of  Meath^  who  were  fufpei^ied  to  have  been  concer- 
ned in,  tlie  Murther  of  Coll.  Fa»'^/'s  Souldiers^  but  in  his  re- 
turn^ he  had  notice  that  a  Party  ot  Rapparecs  way-laid  him  not 
far  frorri  Hackets-Town,  with  a  RefoluEion  to  refcuc  the  Prifoners : 
Upon  which,  he  fent  away  fcveip.tcen  oi  his  Dragoons  with  the 
Prifoners ,  and  with  the  other  thirteen  marched  to  Racists- 
Town  ;  where  fending  for  the  Conflable^  after  fome  hard  threar- 
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ning  Vv  ords,  the  Contlable  infortn'd  him  where  the  Rapparecf 
lay;  and  then  he  immediately  march'd  to  find  'em  our.  Sofooa 
a.s'Jir  approached  the  Place,  he  advanced  with  four  of  his  Men 
into  a  Tield  adjoyning,  where  he  fell  in  wiih  a  Party  of  twenty 
eight  Irijh^  commanded  by  Captain  0  Islede.  The  Enemy,  feeing 
fo  fmali  a  number,  came  up  and  fired  ai  'cm,  but  without  doing 
anyhurttoiheE»f///!^v  who  anfwer'd  them  in  the  fame  Element 
to  better  purpofe,  killing  two  of  the  Rtbels,and  wounding  0  l^eaU 
Iiimfclf.  By  which  time,  the  reft  of  the  E/?^///&,  being  come  in, 
eiiarged  the  Irijh,  and  kiU'd  four  of  them,  put  the  reit  to  Blghr, 
and  purfucd  them  from  place  to  place,  till  they  had  killed  abouc 
twenty  of  them,and  among  the  reft  their  Captain  0  N^i/^j  who  bcr 
ing  wojnded  before,was  now  perfcftly  cured  ;  his  Enemies  becom- 
ing his  Surgeons..  Of  the  Englijh  only  three  were  wounded,,  and 
two  Horfes  kiUM. 

i  March  ij.  C^pmn  Mark^Baggdt^  who  came  as  a  Spy  from 
Lmericl^^  and  was  taken  in  Womcns  Apparel,  was  try'ds,  and  fetv 
tenc'd  by  a  Court-Martial  j  but  his  Executioa  was.  reipited, 
upon  his  offering  to  make  fomc  difcovery.  However,  it  appear- 
ing afterwards  that  he  did  but  dally  with  Jufhcc>  and  that  ail  his 
pretended Difcoveriej  were oi  no  moment,  he  was  hang'd  out- 
1  ight  upon  the  Twentieth  of  M^y  fqUowing.  At  the  conclufion 
of  this  Month,  a  Proclamation  was  publifhcd  in  DMny  bearing

*Puni(hmenc;  And  the- Lords  Juflices  being  fully  fatisfied  that

I^am^  and  attackt  the  GarriTon  o[  that  Place,  confining  of  no 
more  than  forty  four  Men,  commanded  by  Enfign  Lindfay  and 
Enfign  Dalyel ',  but  notwirhftanding  fo  great  a  multitude  of  the 
Rebels,  a  part  of  that  fmallGai'MTc^n  defended  the  two  Avenues 
to  the  Town  above  two  Hours,  till  fome  of  the  Popifli  Inhabi-

Army  attackt  a  Srone-Houfc,  called  Croihan,  near  Philifjlorpn^ 
and  vah'antly  took  a  Corporal  and  (ix  common  Souldicis,  after 
they  had  with  much  more  Bravery  defmdcd  themfclvcs  till  all 
their  Powder  v.as  fpenr^  aii.i  chat  ihey  had  killed  cwclvetf  the 
Ei  emv. 

But'this  Lcfs  wasrcvcrig,'J  the  fame  day  wirh  advantage;  for 
the  Er:g/ifh  being  infcim'd  ,  that  a  confiderabk  number  of  the 
Rebels  were  come  near  ro  Alacromf,  one  of  their  Majefties  Fron- 
tier Garrifons,  a  Party  cf  eighty  Horfe  and  an  hundred  and  fifty 
Pragoons,  of  the  Army,  and  as  many  ot  the  Militia,  was  drawn 
out  under  the  Command  of  Major  KH    This  Party  marched 
the  19th  in  the  Evening,  ni)d  by  break  of  day  ihenexc  Morning 
came  up  with  the  Rebels,  who  prefcnrly  took  to  their  Sanctoa- 
rks  in  the  Woods  and  Bogs,  whither  the  £^^///J  purfu'd  them  ; 
and  after  a  chace  of  fome  hours  kill'd  twenty,  took  five  Prifoncrs, 
;|od  brought  ofFfemeHorfes  and  Catccl.     Much  about  the  fi me 
tiaie  the  Raff^ues  coming  wich  a  firong  Party  to  Curruglajs  near 
TaJtough,  bad  floUcn  G  miC  Horfes  bclcnging  to'Colloaci  Deroff^  \ 
Regiment,  and  furpi  Ii'd  four  Troops.    Upon  which,  the  Collo- 
:id  gave  prelent  Orders  for  the  taking  up  feveral  of  the  Jrijh  hv 
b^bitants  about  that  place;  declaring  withal,  That  if  thcv  did 
mi  prccuic  the  Hoi  fcs  ard  Men  to  l3C  brought  bac^  by  ft]ch  i 
leitainday,  they  fhould  cvciyonebe  hang*d:    Which  wrought 
b  effedually  upon  the   Prifoners,  that  both  Men' ai id  Horfcs 
were  broughitbadc,  by  the  time  appqi?.i'cd,  to  the  place  where  they 
NQXQ.  taken  ;  and  for  a  further  Attoncment  of  the  Injury  done, 
omc  o!  the  Fellows  alfo,  that  had  been   A5lors  iu  the  Rob-

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die  feiTK  -im"  thvzQ  hundred  Rapfareej,  lying  in  Ambuf' 
c.u.,  DO!: far  tr dm  KfnnegAd^  had (ciVd  upon  forry  cfght  Sacks 
of  Meal,  ihac  were  gcing  cbicber  with  a  very  fmaii  Guard  that 
made  their  efcapcs ;  of  which  notice  being  given  ro  the  Town,  a 
Party  of  the  Garrifon  falJy  a  our,  recovered  a  good  parr  of  the 
Meal  3  and  kill'd  feveral  of  the  Rap}wees  ,  wicn  their  Cap- 
tain. ^ 

Jprtl  H-  Captain  Pallafer^  upon  fomc  Intelligence  that  was 
given  him  of  the  Rapparee^^  march'd  cue  wich  forty  Fire-locks 
of  the  Army,  and  twenty  of  the  Mih'tia ;  but  by  the  Treachery  of 
QU^:  'Terence  I^agmghy  was  drawn  into  anArabulhof  no  lefs  than 
twor/ the  Eneriiies  Regiments  cf  Foot  and  iomeHorfe:  Never- 
thelcis  ,  the  Enghfn  got  into  the  Ruins  of  an  old  Caftle,  where 
they  vigorioufly  de.ended  themfelves  till  all  their  Ammunition 
was  (pent;  but  then  were  for c'd  to  accept  of  Qiiarter,  and  were 
carried  Prifoncrs  to  Isla/?agh. 

April  ij.  The  Earl  ot  Meath\  and  the  Lord  Lisburn's  l^c^ 
mcuis  2Lxnvcd  ^t  Mu lit ngar  ^  and  encamp'd  without  the  Town. 
The  fame  day  one  ff^aher  Brom/7^  formerly  H-gh  Conftable  of 
the  Barony  of  Delwyn,  was  hang'd  for  a  Spy  in  the  fame  Town. 
And  upon  the  fame  lych  o(  Aprtl  alfo  it  waSj  that  five  hundred 
of  the  Mih'tia  of  the  County  of  Dublin,  marched  cut  of  that  City 
to  the  Town  of  ^toy^,where  they  joyn'd  the  Regiment  of  Horfc, 
commanded  by  Collonel  Pi/'er,  and  which  weredefign'd  to  clear 
thofe  parts  from  the  Robberies  and  Violences  of  the  Rapparees. 
And  the  fame  day  arriv'd  in  D/^^/i;!?  Road  the  Ships  from  Eng- 
land, laden  with  the  Stores  tor  the  Artillery  and  Ordnance. 

^/>n728.  CollonelBr^«7(fy,  and  Lieiitcnant-Colloncl  Hamilton,  \ 
with  fix  hundred  Foot  and  twenty  Horfe,  marched  into  the 
Enemies  Quarters  beyond  the  Caftlc  of  Donere^  between  which  i 
place  and  K^7i(f/4;? ,  about  two  thoufand  of  the  Raff  srees  hid 
for  fome  time  fcelter'd  thcmfelVes  in  Hutts  and  Cabins.  But 
though  at  the  firft  fight  of  the  Eitgltjb  they  drew  up  in  a  kind  rf 
Bravado,  upon  the  Hilk>  in  fevdral  Bodies  of  Horfc  and  Foot, 
yet  upon  the  Collonels  nearer  approach,  they  flew  to  their  Bogs 
and  Woods  5  whither  the  Englijb  piirfu'd  them,  kill'd  about 
fifty,  and  after  they  had  burnt  a  great  number  of  their  Huttsiand 
Hovels,  returned  to  their  Qijarters. 

Jrrii 
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April  ^oCapt.C/4)'«»  was  fcnc  wirh  a  Party  of  Men,  to  rcReve 
theGarrifon  of  BalIimgooIy,v.hcve  Capt.Moraj/m/ahcn cpmman- 
dcd  and  was  the  lame  day  to  have  march'd  his  Men  to  Cor^/o  foda 
as  Captain  Clayton  had  relieved  him.    But  underftanding  that  the 
Garrifonof  Bd//)^^*^^  had  a  dcfign  to  intercept  him,  he  thoiigbc 
it  not  convenient  to  march  by  day,aud  therefore  kt  forward  about 
12  a  Clock  at  Night.  However,this  was  not  fo  privately  carried.but 
that  thclM  had  notice  of  it ,  and  thereupon  drew  out  a  hun- 
dred  and  twenty  oi  their  beft  Horfe,  and  as  many  Dragoons,  witfi 
two  hundred  and  fAy  Voluntiers  and  R^j/'/'^wJ,  commanded  by 
Brigadier  CaroU,  Sir  7 met  Cotter,  the  Lord  of  Ktnjale,  Collo 
nelltf/Zv,  Major  ^fe^;;^)'.  Captain  Cof/'/^gf*' and  Captain  Co»*- 
tion   who  fell  upon  the  Enililh  jutt  on  the  other  fide  of  Stxmk 
water   about  three  of  the  Clock  in  the  Morning.    Upon  tieir  ap- 
proach, the  Englijh  faced,  aud  about  twenty  fired  upon  the  Ene- 
my  fo  well  to  the  putpofe,  that  they  brake  the  Rebels  Front, 
and  put  them  into  lome  diforder ;  which  gave  the  Enghih  3.  %oo<S. 
ocoortunity  to  retreat  to  an  old  Pound  that  had  a  Mud-wall  about 
it,  breaft-higb,  and  toclapupa  Truckle  at  the  place  where  they 
cntred     Whereupon  the  advanced  Party  of  the  Enemy,  belie- 
ving the  day  their  own,  boldly  made  up  to  the  Pound,  and  of- 
ferd  the  Captain  and  his  Men  Quarter ;  which  herefufing,  they 
beean  a  brisk  Charge,  and  preffed  hard  upon  the  EM  ,  by 
whom  the  Rebels  ^ere  fo  warmly  received,  that  feveral  of  their 
Number  were  {lain,  and  carried  off,  during  the  heat  of  the  A6ti- 
on:  However,  they  made  a  fecond  and  a  third  Attack,  though 
with  the  fame  ill  fuccefs.    And  thus  theConfJift  lafted  for  fevc- 
ral  hours,  till  notice  of  it  being  carried  to  Cork,  a-  Party  was 
forthwith  fent  from  thence  to  the  Captain's  relief-,  but  the  Ene. 
mv  were  all  fled  before  they  arrived,  leaving  dead  upon  the 
place  Captain  Coffinger  and  Captain  Combdon:  CoUonel  Ujlv 
and  the  Lord  of  Kin^ale  were  likewife  dangeroufly  wounded  and 
carried  off,  and  about  fi  fty  more  wounded.    Major  Slmpby  was 
brought  dangeroufly  wounded  to  C<,  where,  in  httle  hopes  of 
Life,  he  was  lo  ingenious  as  to  confefs,  1  hat  he  be  leved  the  Hand 
of  Cod  was  againft  their  Party,  for  that  altho'  they  offered  and 
promifed  Quarter  to  the  Englijh,  yet  had  they  yielded,  they  had 
refolved  to  put  them  all  to  the  Sword.  Of  the  Engltfh  were  loft  no 
more  than  eight  Men  out  of  fourfcore,  but  of  the  Enemy  'tis  be- 
lieved thar  more  were  kill'd  and  wounded  than  thofe  they  {ought 
agiiaft.  ^  J,, 


At  the  beginntng  of  J^ay,  the  Lords  jufticesput  forth  i  Pro. 
clamanonj  flridly  charging  and  conhmanding  all  Officers,  Civil 
and  Military,  and  all  Souldiers  of  their  Majelh'es  Army,  not  to 
moleft  any  Sutlers  that  fliould  have  a  Warrant  from  the  Lofds 
Jufticcs,  the  General  of  the  Army,  or  Collond  of  anyRegi- 
menr,  to  follow  the  Camp  •,  nor  to  take  any  thing  from  the  faid 
SutlerSj  nor  toufeany  violence  towards  them,  upon  pain  of  bfc- 
ing  feverely  proceeded  againfl: :  Aud  that  the  Colloncls  (hoiild 
take  care  that  the  Souldiers  paid  for  every  thing  they  had  of  the 
Sutlers,  according  to  the  fctled  Rates :  And  to  prevent  the  Rob- 
beries and  Spoils  committed  upon  the  Country,  by  feveral  unne- 
ccliary  Perfons  that  followed  the  Camp ,  they  further  ordered 
all  th^ir  Majefties  Subjeds,  both  ProreSants  and  Papifts,  to  ftay 
at,  or  repair  to,  their  feveral  Habitations,  for  the  Prefervatioa 
and  Improvement  of  the  fame  5  and  that  no  Perfons  fhould  pre. 
feme  to  follow  theCamp,  but  fuch  as  brought  Pro  vifions  totht 
Army,  or  upon  fome  lawfyl  occafion  approved  by  the  General, 
or  Commander  in  Chief. 

By  another  Proclamation,  all  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Countfe^ 
ofWiterford  and  Tifperary^  were  commanded  to  repair  to  their 
Places  of  Habitation,  or  the  next  Garrifon  ;  and  the  Inhabitants 
of  the  Counties  of  Cor^^  Umerick^  and  Keny^  were  ordered  to  d6 
the  fame,  in  order  to  their  being  employed  in  the  Militia,  for 
tbeDefcnceof  the  Country,whca  their  Army  fhould  be  drawn  into 
the  Field. 

And  by  anOrdet  of  General  €  inkle  ^  all  Officers  and  Souldiers, 
and  all  other  Perfons  whatfoever,  were  ft  r idly  commanded  not 
toprefs  any  Horfes  or  Carts  5  without  licenfe  from  himfelf  in 
writings  nor  to  prefs any  Horfe  that  was  ad^ually  lilted  in  the 
Militia,  upon  any  pretence  whatever. 

May  I.  Captain  Thomas  White  oi  the  old  Lord  George  Hamil- 
ton's Reginaent,  drew  out  an  hundred  Men  under  the  Command 
o(C^pt&\n  Joh^ftoK^  who  marched- with  his  V^ny  to  BeJnamom 
mKi?JgsComty,  where  he  had  fuch  good  fucce/s,  that  by  break 
of  dayhefurprized  twoTroops  of  Dragoons  of  Brigadier  Clif- 
ford's Regiment ,  and  three  Troops  of  Horfe  of  the  Lord 
iJ^<?y/'/Ws  Regiment,  kili'd  Lkmcn^nt  A^chil^ald,  Quarter- Matter 
Barnefl,  and  fifteen  Dragoons,  took  two  Enfigns,  and  other  Pri- 
(oners,  burnt  the  Town,  and  returned  with  a  good  Booty  of 
Horfes,  Arms  and  Gattel. 
Mjy  3.  The  Govcrnour  of  clor^mei ,  with  a  Detachment  of 

Horfe, 
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Ho^fej  and  two  Troops  of  the  Miliiia-Dragqqn^ ,  marched  by 
Night  intqthe  Enemies  Quarters  toward  Micf^eli*T^orvn\  but  nox 
meeting  with  any  of  the  Rebels,  was  returning  back  to  his  Quar- 
tcrSi  when  ^  Corporal  gf  Horie  making  a  faak  a  little  behindj 
was  fhoc  at  by  [quv Raf panes  •■  Upon  which, the £;?^//^  furrouu 
dcd  the  Wood  j  and  after  lome  hours  Man- Hunting,  killed  dbayt 
'thirty  d the  Raff arees^  and  one  Cajhi^n  their  Captain. 

May  4.  Major  TVood  marched  from  MountmlockJiO  Cafile- 
I  Ci/fj  with  a  Party  of  three  hundred  Foot,  drawn  out  of  GoifO" 
Inei  Lloyd's  and  the  Lord   George  Hamilton's  Regiment,  and  filt>^ 
Horfc  of  Collonel  ByerlyX    In  his  march,  he  diyided  the  Foot  in- 
:to  fcvcral  fmall  Parties,  in  order  to  furprize  the  Raff arees  in 
i;he  Woods  and  Bogs,  keeping  vvith  tl^e  Horfc  along  the  stSrtj  of 
the  Bog ,  to  hirtder  their  elcape :  By  which  meaHS,  they  made  a 
fliift  to  kill  about  fevemy  Raffarees ,  and  to  take  a  good  nunv 
ber  of  their  Cattel.    Which  done.  Major  ^00^  advanced  with 
thirty  Foot,  and  thirty  four  Horfe,  beyond  the  Togher  of  M^l- 
lyhone^  and  from  thence  fent  the  Cattel  homeward  under  a  Guard 
of  thirty  Men,  and  was  returning  to  his  Party  with  thofc  feip 
that  were  with  him,  about  ten  of  the  Clock  in  tiie  Morning,  when 
he  difcover'd  two  Bodies  of  Men  of  the  late  Kings  Army,  com- 
puted to  confifl  of  four  hundred  each  Body,  marching  (ilentlj; 
between  the  Wood  and  the  Mountains ;  but  who,  fo  foon  as  they 
perceiv'd  themfelves  10  bs  efpy'd,  beat  their  Drums  5  upon  whichj 
the  Major  drew   up  the  chicfeft  part  of  his  whole  Party  in  a 
Ploughed  field,  and  fac'd  'em :  Prefently  the  Enemies  Granadiers 
came  over  the  Hedge,  and  made  towards  the  Major,  till  feeing 
the  Englifh  (land  firm,  they  alfo  made  a  halt.    Whereupon  the 
Major,apprehending  that  the  thirty  Men  that  guarded  the  Booty* 
were  not  got  clear  of  the  Wood,  and  confequently  might  be 
cxpofed  to  the  Enemies  Numbers,  wheei'd  oflfby  the  skirt  of  the 
Wood  to  their  fuccor;  and  by  that  time  he  had  got  his  Horfe 
and  Foot  over  the  Bog,  he  heard  the  Enemy  firing  very  thick 
upon  the  thirty  Men,  who  bravely  however  oppos'd  'em,  under 
the  Command  of  Lieutenant  £/fo.  The  noife  of  this  firing  brought; 
in  fourfcore  more  of  the  Englijh^  who  had  been  laid  to  watch 
the  Raffarees.    Thereupon  Major  ff^ood  order'd  the  Foot  to 
march  in  two  Parties  on  each  fide  the  River,  while  he  with  the 
Horfe  march*d  between 'cm  both.     Being  in  this  manner  come 
within  fight  of  the  Enemy,  and  judging  that  the  Horfe  might  do 
moft  fervicc,  by  fetching  a  compafs  aboutp  and   getting  behind 
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theRebels,  he  gallopM  round,  with  an  intentron  to  fall  upon^ 
their  Rcer  ;  which  the  Enemy  perceiving,  and  being  at  the  fasie 
time  hard  put  ta  it  by  the  Foot,  began  to  make  an  orderly  Re- 
treat.    But  then  it  was,  that  the  Major,  mwilh'ng  to  lofe  his  Ad-' 
vantage,  fell  immediately  upon  their  Flank  with  his  Horfe,  and 
that  with  fo  much  Courage  and  undaunted  Bravery,  that  he  put 
the  Enemy  firft  Into  great  difordcr,  and  fnon  after  to  an  abfblute- 
flight., '  Both  Horfe  and  Foot  purfu'd  the  Fugitives  quite  through 
the  Wood  down  to  the  Bog,and  kilFd  about  1 50,amongwhom  was 
Capt.  C^4fa5with  ;i  Lieutenants,and  took  Prifoners  M^y.John  Fitz^y.^ 
Patricl^:v!ho  commanded  the  whole  Force,  5^  Captains,  9  Lieute- 
nants, ?,  tnfigns  (belongingto  the  fcveral  Regiments  o(  Coll  Sutler 
oiBaifyrii^gats^CoWondKoiertGraceyCollond  ch/irles  Moore,  Sk  . 
Morice  Eujiace^  and  Colionel  Simon  LuttereFs  Dragoons  J  and  a* 
hundred  and  five  private  Souldiers,  fix  Serjeants,  feventeen  Cor- 
porals, a  Surgeon  and  three  Drums  ;  together  with  a  hundred 
and  fifty  Muskets.-  All  which  was  done  by  a  hundred  and  ten  of 
tht  EngUfh^oot,  and  thirty  feu r  Horfe.    Vv'ich  the  Foot  were 
Major  i^/^,, Captain  llenny,  Captain D/xy,  Lieutenant  S^r^^?;?^ . 
and  Enfign  Kuffel    With  the  Horfe  were  Cornet  Jofhu^i^  Cornet 
Hafllngton^  Adjutant  kghinfofty^nd  Qu^nev-Ma^icr Cadford^viho 
with  their  Men,  both  Horfe  and  Foot,  behaved  thcmfelves  with 
an  extraordinary  Bravery;  gaining  fo  co  fiderable  a  Victory 
over  above  fix  times  their  number,  with  the  lofs  only  of  Adju- 
tant Kohinlony  one  Corporal,  and  two.Foof-Souldicrs  kili'd  out- 
'  right,  and  one  Trooper  wounded. 

'■'  The  fame  day  this  memorable  Adlion  was  performcd.a  Party 
of  Collotiel  Brerver\  Men  were  going  from  Mullingar  towards 
Kinr?sgm  ;  at  what  time  a  Serjeant  and  four  Souldiers  lagging 
a  good  wav  behind,  were  fur ptiVd  and  murther'd  by  the  liap- 
fareesi  ov-ly  one  cfcap'd,  whom  they  kh  for  dead,  and  whofe 
Eyes  ihc'V  had  mof^  barbaroufly  pick'd  cur  with  a  S.kean. 

But  the  next  Day,  being  the  (^m  of  Mayy  three  Kapparees 
were  taken,  who  being  hi'Gught  to  ^^^/i/7/V/^.ia^  one  of  them,  whofe 
Name  was  Elhs^  gave  Evidence  againft  theothercwo,  who  were 
rhercupon  immediaielv  hanged.  The  fame  day  Captain  Richard 
Toyms  went  out  of  MuUingdr  ,  with  a  hundred  Men  of  that  Gar- 
rifon,  and  falling  upon  a  Party  of  Kappmes  nc^r  Managh.w^ 
kiird  above  forty ;  and  Lieut.  Coll.  ^/}<://o;^  (allying- out  at  the 
iame  dme  from  Mdummelock,  ported  his  Men  over  niejit  at  a 
Place  cali'd  Ijilkitfog  ;  the  morning  by  break  of  day,  the  Foot 
cfltrcd  the  Woods  and  Bogs,  while  the  Horfe  fcoured  the  shirts 
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I  of  both;'  to  the  defttuaioi-^  of  i8  of  the  Raff  me  Vcrmii? 
killVi  out-right,  and  levcral  taken  Piifoncn,  aaicog  whom  v<^as 
lone  0  Rourh^ihdr:  Captain;  who  beciuie  he  was  notoriciifiy 
^  known  to  have  comniictcd  fcvcral  Robberies,  was  hang'd  upon 
'■  the  Place.  A  fair  f?.tisfa£lion,  in  fo  ftiorc  a  time,  for  the  Mm- 
Ither  of  the  four  Mullipgar  Ergltjk,  and  digging  out  the  Eyes  of., 

'  Mav  8.  The  French  Convoy  arnv  d  at:  I/;^>^,?r-Lake,with  Pro- 
virion,  Cloaths  and  An^municion,  but  neither  Men  iipr  Mony  ; 
ThcSkiK  de  St.  Ruth,  who  is  to  comnnand  the  Rebels,  and  two 
i  Fr-wiS^  Lieutenant' Generals,  came  over  in  the  fame  Ships.  And

Mciy  H.  A  hundred  and  fifty  of  the  Jn^  Army  came  to 
\Cafile-LyQm,  and  took  away  fomcCattel  from  thence  :  But  Coll. 
iDo^^c^f  being  there  with  about  20  D^m,  and  lO  of  the  Milu.ia. 
i Dragoons,  purfu'd  the  Enemy;  at  what  time  a  Lieutenant  o[ 
the  D^;?^^/ with  gHorfcanddDragoons^getting  before  the  reft, 
and  overtaking  the  Rebels  at  'Bally dmajvne,  beat  ofi  6o  from  the 
Hedges  which  they  had  lin'd  in  that  pare,  though  with  the  lo's 
of  the  Lieutenant^  who  was.there  llain.

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upon  pain  of  being  put  out  of  their  Majefties  Pr6te£l:ion.  And 
that  after  the  50th  oi  May^  if  any^rmsor  Ammunition  ihouM 
be  found  in  thepofleflSon  oFfucIi  Irifh  Papifts ,  they  ftiould  te 
lookt  upon  as  Rebels,  and  punifli'd  accordingly. 

Mayi6.  The  Train  of  Artillery,  confifling  of  36  Pieces  of 
Cannon,  and  8  Mortars^  fet  forward  from  D/i<^//»,  and  upon  the 
^och  arriv'd  at  the  general  Rendezvouz  near  MuIIwgar.  The 
fame  day  General  Ginkle  went  from  Dublin  to  the  /^.rmy,  ex- 
peeing  General  ^^^g-Z^/i  tojoyn  him  with  iiooo  Menfroaithe 
North. 

They  v?bo  beheld  the  vaft  Preparations  for  this  Campaign, 
had  a  fair  profpcdl  of  their  Majefties  extream  Care  and  Provi^ 
dence'for  the cotalPvecovcry  oi  Ireland^ and  wereeafily  convinced 
that  the  Publick  Treafure  was  not  now  as  formerly  given  for  the 
Welfare,  but  expended  for  the  Deftruction  of  the  Monarchy  1 
parted  with  for  the  Honour  of  the  Nation,  but  wafted  upon  Plea- 
fure,  while  they  beheld  all  the  proper  Ports  of  the  Kingdom  con- 
tinually fiU'd  with  Ship5  and  Veffels,  fome  tranfporting  Money, 
others  Recruits  to  the  Army ;  while  they  beheld  fuch  amazing  ^ 
Quantities  of  Provifion,  Arms  and  Ammunictonr;  500  Draught- 
Horfes  at  a  time  for  the  Carriages,  and  fuch  other  vaft  ftores  for 
the  Artillery,  with  all  other  Ncceilaries  for  fo  great  an  Entcr- 
prizc.  Which  ftiews  the  difference  of  a  Nation*s  being  under  ibc 
Care  of  good  Stewards^and  from  being  under  the  negligent  Mif- 
government  ot  Profufenefs  and  unthrifty  Prodigality. 

As  for  the  Irijh,  they  were  as  bufie  at  the  fame  time,  as  their 
Afliftance  would  permit 'em  :  And  certain  information  was  given, 
That  their  new  French  General  St,  Ruth,  ifTu'd  out  all  his  Or- 
ders in  the  French  King's  Name,  and  requir'd  fevcral  of  the 
RebcFs  Officers  to  take  new  Commiflions  under  the  French 
King,  inprofecutionofa  Delignof  fubje(^ing  Ireland  to  France^ 
that  had  been  long  carried  on  in  that  Kingdom  by  Jhl^ot  Gra- 
veSej  and  of  which  his  own  Letters  to  a  great  Pcrfon  in  France^ 
that  have  been  fince  intercepted,  are  a  fufiBcient  Evidence. 

But  before  we  launch  into  the  grand  Campaign,  there  is  this 
Obfervation  to  be  made,  That  though  thefe  lefler  Encounters 
which  have  been  hitherto  related,  may  feemtobe  of  little  value, 
yetconfidering  thecontinu'd  fuccefs  of  the  Englifb^  though  for 
the  moft  part  their  Parties  were  much  inferior  to  the  Enemy, 
and  the  continu'd  bad  Fortune  of  the  Rebels,  fuch  a  Profperity 
^muft  needs  be  a  great  Encouragement  to  the  one  fide,  and  no 

(mail 
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fmallDiiheartmngto  the  DtliGr^  not  to  have  one  fmile  of  For- 
tune in  riieir  Favor.  Add  to  this,  the  picking  up  of  fo  many  of  the 
Enemy  for  Hawks- m^at,noDfuddcnly  taken  notice  ofbyaturfory 
Reading,  was  Hke  a  kind  of  Hedick  Feaver,  wafting  their  Body 
by  degrees ;  which  if  th€  condition  of  the  Kingdom  would  have 
cndur'd  ir,muft  have  confum'd  the  whole  Bulk  of  the  Irijh  Oppofi- 
tlon  at  the  long  run.For  moft  ccrcainly  it  may  be  found  by  an  eafie 
computation,  that  in  lefs  than  two  Months  before  the  Camfaigti 
opened,  the  Rebels  loft,by  thefe  petty  Gleanings,  1079, Men  kill'd 
out  right,  and  above  23O  Prifoners,  in  all  1509  Men,  of  which 
feme  were  confiderable  OfiiGers,  and  perhaps  In  the  Number  of 
the  moft  expcrienc'd  and  daring  Commanders  5  whereas  about 
40  was  the  utmoft  oithQEHgUfb  Isfs  •,  ^befides,  that  the  ill  gmrn 
iof  being  always  beaten,  makes  a  deep  impreiEon  in  the  Minds  of 
iMen  more  contagious  than  the  Irijh. 

But  now  all  things  being  in  a  read incfs  for  the  £;;?^//y/;  to  take 
ithe  Fields  General  G/;?i^/^j  Commander  in  Chief  of  their  Maje- 
Iftics  Forces  in  the  Kingdom  in  IrcUnd^  upon  the  6th  ©f  May^  de- 
:amp*d  from  Mullugdr  v  and  beii  g  joyn'd  the  fame  day  by  Ge- 
neral Doftgiafs  with  the  Northern  Forces ,  which  made  up  the 
vhole  Army  15  Battalions  ot  Foot,  and  '3C03Horfe,  upon  the  7th 
)f  M^)/ came  before  BaHymrey  icAtcd  upon  a  tongue  of  firm 
and 5  jetting  out  into  a  Lake,  being  in  circumference  about  a    . 
Mile,  ending  on  the  two  fides  with  Bogs  that  are  littacceiEble^ 
Ivhich  leave  but  a  very  ftreiglit  Avenue  from  the  main  Lat^d. 
irhe  Enemy  had  fortified  this  pkce  with  two  Retrenchments  h 
he  Winter,  of  which  the  firft  was  a  Horn-, work,  the  fecond  r\vo 
v'hole  Baftions,  whole  outward  Curtains  on  each  fide  extended 
iGwnto  the  Lakc5  and  within  the  laft  Retrenchment  was  an  old 
^awfb  Mount,  fo  fortified  as  that  it  made  a  third  Retreat. 

Upon  the  General's  approach  to  the  Town,  the  Marquifs 
r  Rovlgny  was  fent  before  wirha  ftrong  Detachment  of  Horlc 
nd  Dragoons,  co  poflefshimfelf  ofa  Pafs  between  theTown  and 
ith'one-^  and  asfoon  as  the  advanced  part  of  tlie  Armyappeard 
pon  the  Hills  that  look  into  the  Fort,  the  Enemy  began  to  play 
pon  ihz  English  mih  two  Field- Pieces,  but  without  doing  any 
arm.  In  the  mean  time  a  Detachment  of  Foot  was  font  to  pof- 
fs  themfelvesofthe  Rebels  out- Pofts,  which  they  quitted  upon 
le  approach  of  the  Englijh^  and  ran  as  faft  as  they  could  into 
"dlymore-'i  only  a  Serjeant  and  twelve  Men  continu'd  firing  out 
f  a  round  Tower  ^  and  kill'd  two  .of  .the  EngUfh  i.  But  the    , 
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Tower  foon  after  being  taken  by  Aflauir,  the  Serjeant  was  hang'd 
upon  a  high  Hill,  i^rfight  oftheEncray,  for  firing  uponrh^Be- 
(legers  after  the  Communication  was  cut  off  from  him  and  the 
Town.    That  Night  the  Befiegers  raiTed  five  different  Batteries ; 
tiiefirflof  izPoundeis^  the  fecond  of  fix  i8  Pounders,  to  ruin 
the  fecond  Retrenchment  5  the  third  of  8  Field- Pieces  ro  break 
the  Pallifadoes ;  the  fourth  of  four  18   Pounders,  and  two  n 
Pounders,  which  batter'd  the  Homework;  as  alfo  a  Lodgment  , 
on  the  fimie  fide  for  three  Mortar  pieces.  All  which  were  brought  i 
to  play  the  fam.e  Night.  About  eight  of  the  Clock  the  next  Mor-  | 
ning,  the  General  fent  a  Mefl'age  to  the  Governour,  That  if  he  I 
and  the  Garrifon  rvouUluYrender  within  tn>Q  Hours ^  he  would  [ave 
their^J'ves^  and  receive  ^emas  Prifoners  of  H^ar  :  Ifnn^  that  they  ' 
fhoidd  expect  no  qudrter.    To    which  the  Governor  rerurnino;  a 
fLufflingfortof  an  Anfwer,  in  hopes  to  get  better  Terms,  the  Bat- 
teries play 'd  on,  and  about  Noon  the  Breaches  cf  the  firft  and 
fecond  Rerrcnchments  were  fo  far  advancVl,  and  the  Pallifado's 
fo  efJe£lually  cut  down,  that  the  General  refolv'd  to  ftorm  the 
Town  in  five  feveral  Places,  on  the  Hornwcrk,andthe  twofildes 
of  the  Bog  by  help  of  Faggots,  and  by  that  means  to  divide  (he 
Garrifon,  which  confiSed  of  1000  Men.    The  Befiegers  alfo  had 
four  large  Wherries  a  float  upon  the  Lake,  which  were  brought 
from  Duhlin  with  a  great  deal  of  trouble,  into  which  were  put 
an  hundred  and  fifty  Granadiers,  that  at  the  time  of  the  general 
Aflault,were  to  attack  the  Befieg'd  on  that  fide  that  lay  open  to  the 
Lake.     All  which  Preparations,  and  their  own  Condition,  put 
them  into  fo  great  a  Confternation,  that  they  hung  out  feveral 
white  Flags ;  and  about  feven  a  Clock  in  the  Evening,  when  they 
left  of!  firing  on  both  fides,  the  Governour  Collonel  A//r)E'.  Bourl^^ 
and  feveral  Officers  came  our,  and  fubmit:ed  to  the  General's 
Mercy. 

Upon  the  9th  of  May  the  Garrifon  came  forth,  confifling  of 
780  Men,  drawn  out  of  the  Enemies  flanding-Army,  befides  4 
Field-Cfncers,  \6  Captains,  14  Lieutenants,  17  Enfigns  and  Cor- 
nets, he. and  2 59  Rafparees^  all  well  arm^ .,  who  all  laying  down 
their  Arms,  were  made  Prifoners  In  the  innermoft  part  oi  the 
Fort.  Bcfides  the  Garrifon,  therc  were  above  600  Women-and' 
Children,  among  whoma  Load  of  Ammunition-Bread  was  or- 
der'd  to  be  diflribnted.  There  was  found  in  the  Place  feveral 
Sacks  of  French  Oat-meal,  about  ten  Bairels  of  Powder,  with 
Shot  proportioEablcin  their  Magazine,  two  Field^^ieces  and  about

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hrec  bundled  Head  of  Cattel J  and  five  hundred  Sheep,  ^\ikh 
/ere  given  to  the  Souldicrs.    ^        ^         ,     ,     , 

The  fame  Night  that  the  Town  turrendred,  thecc  was  a  hot 
alarum  that  the  Enemy  was  at  hand,  with  a  Body  of  25000 
Vlen  ;  which  occafion'd  the  Beficgers  to  double  their  Guards, 
md  fend  out  a  ftrong  Party  of  Horfe  and  Foot  toward  Athlom, 
vfao  within  two  Miles  of  that  place,  furpriz'd  an  advanced  Guard 
)f  the  Enemies  afleep,the  mainjBody  confifting  of  1000  Men  who 
ccrcated  in  fafety  ,  in  regard  the  Engltjh  had  no  Orders  to  ad- 
vance any  farther.  ,  ^  .n  c  u  1  • 
i  So  foon  as  the  Town  was  taken,  the  Enghjh  fell  to  work  in  re- 
i^airing  the  Breaches,  making  fome  additions  of  new  Works,  and 
levelling  the  Batteriesj  and  a  Garrifon  was  put  into  it  of  500  Men: 
rhc  Prifoners,  being  51  Officers,  and  900  Souldiers,  werefent  a- 
Uyto  MuUingar,  and  from  thence  to  Dublm.  After  ithis,  the 
General  lay  a  while  encamp  d  near  Baitymore,  in  cxpeftation  of 
hc^nr^ic oi  Wirtemktg,  who  upon  the  4th  of  June  decamp'd 
rom  "Thurles^  with  the  Forces  under  his  Command,  confifting

On  the  18  of  June,  early  in  the  Mornmg,  the  Army  march'd 
["rem  Ballyp^ore  h  and  the  Prince  oi  Wittemherg  having  joyn'd 
the  General,  theyencampt  at  BallymoreWd^k -,  from  whence  a 
ftrong  Detachment  of  Horfe  and  Dragoons  was  fent  to  Ath- 

^^On  the  i9ththc  Army  came  before  the  Place,paffing  through 
many  narrow  Lanes,  which  might  have  coft  a  great  many  Men, 
lad  the  Enemy  asfioutly  defended  'cm,as  they  might  have  done;

i  Upon  the  lOth  oijme,  a  Battery  often  iS  Pounders  was  fi- 
inifti'd,  and  began  to  play  upon  the  Baflion  near  the  Water  (idc 
ilooking  toward  Lanesborough ;  atid  the  Guns  werefo  well  direaed, 
ithatbv  three  of  the  Clock  in  the  Aftemoon,the  whole  hace,Hank, 
and  part  of  the  Curtain,  was  laid  in  Ruins;  and  thereupon  the 
iGeneral  Rave  Orders  for  an  Aflault  to  be  made,  which  was  per-

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fdrm'd  10  tliis  iTJiTiner :  Fitit  marcIVd  300  detach'd  Granadlcrs^

in  thdr  way.    AH  things  being  thus  in  a  readinefs,  about  fix  in, 
the  Evening  the  Sign  was  given,  by  a  difcharge  of  all  the  Cannon 
in  Battery;  Upon  which,  the  £;?^//)l?advanc'd  in  very  gocdOr-^ 
der  to  the  Affauk.    The  Enemy  fcem'd  refolv'd  at  firft  to  have.' 
maiiitain'd  the   Breach  j  but  upon  the  firft  fight  of  the  Hand-,' 
•Granadiers,  they  fled^  retiring  in  great  con fu (ion  to  Conmught- 
lide.  divers  alfo  leaping  ovcx  the  Shamm  for  haflc:  So  that  the. 
Englijh  hs^d  nothing  to  do  but  to  enter  ,  which  the  whole  Party 
6\dj  and  advanced  to  the  Bridge-  where  lying  open  to  the  Ene- 
mies (liot  from  the  other  fide,  feveral  of  the  E^glijh  were  kill'd, 
and  wounded,  till  the  Engihiers  had  compleated  Tome  Blinds  to 
cover  them  from  the  Town.    In  this  A6lion  haift'cverjnot  above. 
10  of,  the  E^jg'/^y)!;  were  wounded,  and  fome  few  flain  out-right :. 
In  the  number  of  the  firft  was  Brigadier  6W4r^  who  was  Ihot 
inthe  right  Arm  and  in  the  Neck,  but  not  dangerouflyj  but 
Lieut.  Coll.  Q^r^, that  led  on  the  Granadiers,  was  (hot  at  the. 
Breach  ;  and  Lieutenant  Kirkjoi  Jf^illtath  Rcgiment,was  unfortu- 
nately kill'd  by  a  Cannon-Bali,  as  he  was  viewing  the  Place  from, 
the  top  of  a  Hill  that  was  juft  by. 

On  the  24th  ,  a  private  Souldier  (eeinp;  one  of  the  Enemie$ 
Colours  floating  upon  the  River  near  the  Bridge,  threw  himfelf, 
Into  the  Water;  and  though  many  (hot  were  made  at  hirn^'j 
brought  itoff,  and  prcTented  k  to  the  General,  who  gave  him  f 
good  Reward.  ■•, 

And  thus  one  part  of  the  Town  being  taken,  upon  the  2  5th  of 
Jnne^  the  Batteries  againft  the  other  part  of  it  were  all  finifh'd, ; 
and  thirty  two  Pieces  of  Cannon,  and  fix  Mortars,  planted  upon^i 
^em,  which  play'd  upon  th€  Gaftle  and  the  Enemies   Works,  on 
the  other  fide  of  the  River,  with  great  (uccefs. 

The  ayth  at  Night  the  Souldiers  wrought  hard  to  repair  the >:| 
Stoae-Rridge,  of  which  two  Arches  were  broken  down  by  the  Ene- 
my ;  One  of  them  was  quite  made  up,  and  the  other  almoft  fini- 
Ihed,  when  early  next  Morning  the  Enemy  pull'd  away  forae  of-. 
the  Planks,  and  threw  them  into  i\\z  River ;  wnich  made  the 
Engiijh  ve{o\vc  to  carry  on  a  clofe  Gallery  upon  the  Bridge; 
which  being  done  accordingly,  Orders  were  givep  for  (lorming. 

the. 
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the  Place  on  the  29rh,  at  feven  in  tqc  Morning;  but  before  all 
things  were  in  a  rcadinefs  for  ir,  a  fmall  Party  of  the  Enemy 
came  out,  and  fee  fire  ro  the  Gallery,  though  with  the  lofs  of 
moftoi  their  Lives.  This  Accident  occafionVi  ihe  deferring  the 
AfTauk  till  [he  next  day.  In  the  mean  time  the  Cannon  and  Bombs 
co.Kinually  play*d  upon  the  Town  and  Caftle,  doing  moft  terrible 
execution.  However,  the  luccefs  the  Enemy  had  in  burning  the 
Gallery,  gave  them  fo  great  afTurance,  that  they  did  not  expeft 
to  be  io  foon  attackc.  ,  - 

Neveithclefs,  all  things  being  in  a  readinefs,  in  purfuance  of 
the  Orders  given  by  General  Ginklej  upon  Tuefday  the  30th  of 
J*/v;7^,abont  four  a  Clock  in  the  Afternoon^the  Attack  was  made  by 
1 550  GranadierF,and  6  Battalions  of  Foot  (landing  ready,  to  fup- 
port  *em,if  occaiion  fliould  be.  The  Signal  was  the  ringing  of  the 
Church  iell^uTpon  which  the  Granadiers  'with  whom  M.G.TalmaJhy 
tho'  he  did  nol  Command  that  day,  went  along  as  a  Volunrier) 
cntred  the  Ford,which  was  the  only  Pailage  the  Affailants  had, in 
regard  the  Bridge  was  fo  broken,  that  they  could  not  get  over  k 
The  Enemy  at  firfl:  fired  very  fmartly,  but  the  Affailants,  who 
waded  up  to  their  Breads  in  Water  with  continual  HuTiz^ain^^  ad- 
vanc'd  under  the  fhelter  of  their  own  Cannon ;  and  throwing 
their  Granadoes^  forc'd  the  Enemy  from  their  Pofts  and  Tren- 
ches ^  and  in  Icfs  than  half  an  hours  time^  made  themfelvcs  en- 
tirely Matters  of  the  Town,  with  all  their  Enemies  Works  and 
the  Ruins  of  the  Caftle.    Major-General  MaxmU  with  fevera! 
other  Officers,  and  100  common  Souldiers,  were  taken  Prifo- 
ner&;  and  between  1000  and  lioo  were   kiilM  upon  the  PlacCj 
bcfides  Officers  of  note,  fuch  as  were   Brigadier  Macki'icudcly,. 
Colloncls  MaC'Mahon^  0  Neale^  0  Gam,  Lieut.  Collonels  Ma^- 
genis2x\diEArnwd\  and  Maj.M»?'r4>', ColL  Grina-,  beinc[flaia ^the 
day  before :  The  reftefcap'd  over  the  Ramparts,  and  fl^d  to  the 
Enemies  Camp ;  from  whence  fomc  Battalions  were  coming  to 
their  Reh'ef;  but  meeting  with  the  Fugitives,  and  receiving  % 
warm  Salute  from  thofe  very  Works  that  were  [o,,ver^Jateiy 
thr'r  own,  thev  retreated  back  to  their  Camp.  '   '■  ;>f  ' 

V  Of  the  E'^IiJh  were  about  20  flaiujand  30  wounded;  wliileall, 
both  Officers  and  Souldiers,  behav'd  themfelves  beyond  an  ordi- 
HatyImaginat:on,and  perhaps  beyond  the  Parallel  of  manvHifto- 
ties,  where  fomuch  Bravery  of  Enterprize  is  rarely  to  be  found, 
for  only  3000  Men  toafikiil  a  fortified  Town,  crcfs  a  River, 
ftnfdmakcifaemfelvesManersof  it  in  foihort  a  time,  in  the  very

(hcc  and  view  of  the  Enemy ;  an  AO:\oti^  with  which  onfy  the 
Taking  of  Bisda  can  ftand  in  competition ;  Particularly  the  Ma- 
jor-Generals  l^eteaa  znd-Macl{dy,  Brigadier  deJa  Mdoniere^  and 
thcPt'mccoi  He fe-Dermftadt^  who  conduced  the  Attack;  the 
Prince  .of  Mrtemheri^  Major-General  Talmajh^  CouRt  l<lajfau, 
and  Brigadier  Bd-Z/^/ry,  merited  Jafting  Honour,  in  contributing 
fo  greatly  as  they  did,  by  their  Condu6i:  and  Courage,  to  the 
good  fnccefs  of  fo  (ignal  an  Atchievm^nt.  There  were  in  the 
Town  fix  Pieces  of  Brafs  Cannon,  and  two^  Mortars ,  but  the 
ftores  of  Po^vder,  Bullet  and  Provifibns,  were  but.  fmall.  The 
Town  and  Caftle  were  reduc'd  to  a  heap  of  Riuins  •,  and  the  PH- 
fonersfaid,  That  before  the  Attack,  there  were  icil I'd  in  the 
Tbwrbabout  iiOoMen,  by  th^  Befiegers  Cannon  and  Bombs 
of  which,  nor  of  their  Bullets  or  Stones,  the  Affailants  were  no 
Niggards,  as  having  beftow'd  upon  the  Place,  before  it  was  taken 
lOOCts  Bullets,  ^00  Bombs,  and  feveral  Tun  of  J> tones. 

The  Town  being  thiwTcducy,  the  Enemy  decamp*d  in  the 
Night-time,  between  the  30th  of  June^  and  rft  of  July^  and  re- 
treated ten  Miles  off,  to  a  Place  calPd  BaUy-NaJh^  where  they  lay 
with  the  River  Sol^e  before  'em,  giving  out  that  chey  defign'd  to 
ftand  a  Battel :  In  purfuance  of  which  Rcfolution  ,  they  at  the 
fame  time  quitted  Slego,  James-Town^  and  Lanesborougk^  in  fo 
much  hafie,  that  they  left  their  Powder  and  great  Guns  behind 
'cm. 

On  the  loch  of  July  General  Ginkle  pafs'd  the  Shannon  at  Ath- 
lone  ;  the  Foot  over  a  Bridge  of  Boats  below  the  Town,  the 
Horfeand  A^rcillery  over  the  Srone-Bridge;  and  that  Night  ahey 
encamp'd  about  five  Miles  from  ^rWi?;?^. 

The  nth  they  march'd  ,  and  encampt  on  the  left  fide  of" 
BaVinaflorp,  upon-  the  River  5/^^5wirh in  three  Miles  of  the  Enemy^ 
who  lay  very  advantagioufly  encampt  at  Aghriam.^  their  left 
Wing  ftretching  out  toward  Kilh^rel  Ahhy,  and  their  right  upon 
KUcommodon-Uills:  Before  them  lay  two  Bogs,  between  which^ 
the  Road  leads  to  Gallorray.  On  their  left  lay  the  Ruins  of  an 
old  Ca (lie,  which  was  e»trcnch'd  and  lin'd  with  Foot  5  and  on 
their  right  they  had  made  feveral  Entrenchments  for  the  fecupity 
of  their  Camp. 

On  the  14th,  in  the  Morning,  the  Army  mareh'd  from  BaU 
linajlofp,  and  by  eleven  a  Clock  had  pafs'd  the  River  Suc^  the 
Horfe  at  two  Fords,  and  the  Foot  over  the  Stone-Bridge :  Where    ' ' 
after  fomc  skirmifhing,  the  ^ngUjhdio\t  in  the  Enemies  out^ 
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Guards,  and  theieftWing  of  their  Majefties  Army  drew  beyond 
theB:^g,  which  cover'd  che  Enemies  right  Wing,  and  made 
room  for  the  Foot  CO  advance  beivveea  ^^'^^  ^"^'^  them.  In  rhe 
mean  time,  the  Engiijb  Cannon  haddiiladg'd  the  Rebels  Horfe, 
from  the  end  of  the  narrow  Lane  that  leads  to  ^^h/ia?^^and  rhe 
Kings  Horfe  and  Foot  took  np  their  Pod  there,  dill  pouring  over 
Men  into  a  fmall  fpot  oi  firm  Land  ,  that  lay  between  the  two 
Bo^s  and  the  old-  Caftle., 

In  the  mean  time,  the  Enemy  drew  down  great  Bodies  of 
Horfe  and  Footiipontht  left  Wing  of  the  Englijh^  and  were  fo 
drongly  pofled  Dchind  the  high  Bajarks  that  lay  one  bebiiVda- 
nother,  that  the  Foot  had  a  ve-ry  warm  difpnte  with  the  Rebels 
fortwohonrs,  butatlaft  forc'd 'cm  to  give  ground,  notwuhftan- 
I  dipg  new  Supplier  both  of  Florfe  and  Foot  were  ffiil  fent  by  the 
!  Rebels  to  relieve  and  fecond  thofe  that  gave  way.  At  the-  fame 
time  alfo  three  Battalions  oi  Enghjh  Foot  advanc'd  on  the  right 
hand,  over  the  skirt  of  the  Bog,  and  a  little-River  that  fuppfe 
thcSnc^  intoa  Coiw-Field,  where  they  were  warmly  entertain'd 
Dy  fevcral  of  the  Enemies  Battalions  and  Squadrons.  However, 
the  Englifh  maintained  their  ground  dll  more  Regiments  came 
to  their  aflifta!cej  and  forcing  the  Enemy  to  retreat,  gave  time 
for  the  rightWing  of  Horfe  to  comeon,who  immediately  charg'd 
up  the  Hills  upon  the  Squadrons  o\  the  Enemy  ;  at  what  time 
the  left  Wing  of  the  Er.gltfl)  having  beaten  the  Irifh  from  their 
ground,and  the  Right  prelfingjhard  upon 'cmj  at  the  fame  time, 
put  'em  into  an  abfolnte  Rout. 

Tha  Viftors  purfu'd  the  flying  Rebels  about  four  Miles  ^  for 
Night  would  not  permit 'em  to  do  it  any  farther,  in  regard  k  was 
fix  a  Clock  in  the  Afternoon  before  both  Armies  engag'd,  and 
eight  in  the  Evening  before  the  Enemy  was  abfolutcly  routed. 

The  Irijh  were  never  known  to  fight  with  more  Refolurion, 
cfpecially  the  Foot ;  bcfides,  that  the  Rebekwere  much  fuperior 
tozhc  E^glfjh  in  number,  being  no  lefs  than  icooo  Foot,  and 
8000  Horfe  and  Dragoons,  with  all  the  Advantage  moreover 
imaginable,  that  the  Situation  of  the  Ground  could  afford  *em 
However,  the  fuperiour  Valour  and  Condii6t  of  ihcE^gliJhvf^^ 
fuch,  as  furmounted  all  thofe  Difadvantagcs,  and  wreflcd  a  com^ 
pleat  ViCbory  out  of  the  hands  of  an  Enemy  more  (lubborn  than 
had  been  known  for  fome  Ages  in  that  Kingdom.  But  it  was  the 
laftEiF^i't,  fro  Am  iff  Focis^  wherein  thcgafping  Honour  of  the 
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Choice  of  all  the  Cithclick  Nobility  and  Gentry  of  thrKlng- 

dom  flriigied  to  do  its  iitmoft. 

Of  the  Enemy  5000,  or  it  you  will  believe  Major-General  Do- 

Yington^  who  was  one  of  the  Prifouers,  8uOO  weieflain  upon  the 

Place;  among  whcni  was  the  French  GmQX2i\  St.  Ruth  ^  who  was 

ilaiVi  by  a  Cannon  Bullet ;  the  Lord  Gdlorpay^  Coil.  5..v-^r,  Coll. 

Moore^'PiVs^  Coll.  Bjggot,  with  fevcral  cithers. 

The  Prilbners  ot  note  were  Maj.  Q^n.  Hamilton^  Brigadier 

Tate^  Lord  Belkrp,  Brigadier  Gourdon  0  Ncale^   Lieut.  Coii.  jRa- 

lerts  wounded.

Add  to  this.  That  never  better  Condud  nor  Gallantry  was  ever 
fliewn,  than  among  the  General  Officers;  never  more  Bravery 
and  Refolution  fecn  among  private  Souldiers,  who,  with  a  fur- 
prizing  Courage  and  undaunted  Fury,  preft  on,  beat  down  ail 
before  'em,  and  foic'd  the  Enemy  from  their  advantagious  Pofts 
and  Entrenchnlenrs ,  to  make  way  for  Viflory  and  a  gloiioas 
Triumph,  with  the  lofs  of  no  more  thar^  500  flain,  dnd  700 
wounded.  Of  the  nu'mbcr  of  the  flain  were  Maj.  Gen.  Holtftafle^ 
Coll.  Charles  Herkrt^  firft  taken  Prifonerat  the  beginning  of  the 
-fight,  and  afterwards  inhumanly  murther'd  by  the  Rebels  whe$ 
they  law  the  Battel  loft;  Cell.  Mongatz,  of  the  Danes^  M:ii.  Peiu 
of  Bel-Caftles  Regiment,  Maj.  Devenip?  of  Earle's,  Maj..  Colt  ff 
Brejrer's,  M;s,j:C.rnjral  and  Maj.  FoXy  o(  Fouk^'^s,  wjth  divers  itii 
ieriour  Officers.  Among  the  wounded  were  the  Prince  6^  Hefe} 
DermBadt,  die  Lord  Georie  Hamilton^  the  Lord  Cutts^  Collj. 
ii2ir/fi,.Lieuc.  Coll.  ^r/^c':/^;?^//,  with  fome.cthers.  ,  .  -  .-.  j 
-•'After  the  Battel  was  over,  the  General  cncaiti'pt  where  the 
»i7/;Mav,  ^nd  the  next  day,  being  the  ijth  oijune^  fent  away 
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Brigadier  Epp^^erijkho.  Dccachixirnt  of  nco  HcrfeHorfeand 
Dragooii>,  to  U;ze  Portimmy,  vyhcretliC  Rebels  had  a  great  Ma- 
gazine ci"Prov[fions,  who  loon  p  flefs'd  himl'clf  of  it;  and  the 
next  day,  being  the  i^th,  the  Fort  and  Caftie  of  Bam^er  (urren- 
dred  to  Majoi  iVood'^  wliercby  the  E^g/tjh  became  Mailers  of  all. 
the  Paffes  upon  i\\c  Shannon.^  except  L/Vi^r/^^,  and  thofe  within 
eight  Miles  of  i*r. 

Upon  the  ijdiof  July  the  Army  advanc'd  to  Loghreah^  and 
from  thence  iipoiuhe  19th  to  Jthenree^  where  the  Cjencral  lek 
aboLic  3oooHarfe,  under  the  Command  of ,  Lieutenant- General 
Scrauenmore^  and  Major-Gcnerai  i^oi^/^/rv,  to  obferve  the  Ene- 
mies motion,  but  morccfpecially  to  fecure  the  fiee  P-.ffagc  of 
the  Convoys  and  great  Giins  5  and  from  theiKC  advanc'd  x^  Gal- 
loiray.  ^  - 

So  fccii  as  the  General,  came  before  the  Place  ,  he  fcnc  a. 
Trumpet  to  the  Lord  Dillon,  Governour  of  the  Town,  and. of- 
fered him  the  Benefit  of  the  Lords  Juftices  Proclamation  of  the 
ych  of  July  ,  in  cafe  he  fijrrcndred  before  the  Cannon  were 
brought  to  fire  upon  the  GarriTcn.  His  ^nfwer  was,  That  Mon- 
fieur  d'WRov.c^  rrho  Comr/ianded^  rvas.of  the  [dme  Ofimon  with  htm 
and  the  reft  of  the  Officers -,  and  that  they  refot'vd  to  aefatd  the  Place . 
to  theUB.  ^  ^  ^  ...  ^^^ly/  ■' 

Upon  this,  iht  Englifh  immediately  made  their  ApprdacheSj,, 
and  the  next  day,  being  the  20:h,  by  break  of  day^  tlYe  BeScgers 
attacked  a  Fort  upon  a  Hill,  whiclicommanded  a  Valley  between 
the  Town  and  them,  ,  ThcGranadiers  diac  were  drawn  out  for 
this  A6l-ion5  m.arch'd  with  that  (ilence,  that  tney  got  to  the  foot 
of  the  G/4^?"j,  before  they  were  diicover'd  by  the  Enerny  j,  at  what 
time  delivering  their  Granadoes,  they  went  on  dire(^ly' to  the, 
Pallifadoes,  and  cncred  the  Fort  without  oppcfition,  and  made 
themfelvcs  Maders  of  it  without  the  iofsof  one  Man,  the  Enemy 
cryingoutfor  Quarter,  which  was  readily  granted.  ; 

Immediately  the  EnghfJ) ,  having  thus  taken  the  Fort,  en- 
trench'd  themfclve^  in  the  Valley ;  at  what  tipie  the  G.-^neral  hea- 
ring that  Baldarick  0  Donndwas  on  his  march,,  in  order  to  throw 
himfelf  and  and  his  Brigade  into  the  Place,  the  Tin-Boat-^'were 
immediately  launched  in  the  Rivei:,  and  (ix  Regiments  of  Fooc 
and  four  of  Horfefent  over  the  River,  and  poftedlid!  in  rhc way 
I  where  Baldaricl{W2i<i  to  pafs :  Who  finding  it  impoffible  for  him 
I  to  bring  about  his  Defign,  retreated  with   his  Rabble  into  ih^ 

I-  Country  of  MayOy  burning  and  dcftroying  all  before  him.  '       ' . '

The  taking  this  Fort,  and  crolUng  over  the  River  fo  fudcfcn-' 
ly,  may  well  be  thought  to  have  frighted  the  Encrry  into  a 
Treaty;  for  upon  the  21  ft/ about  ten  in  the  Morning,  the  Go- 
ve mour  (en  t  for  a  fale  Conduft  for  (ome  Pcrfons  he  intended 
to  fcndtotheC^eneral,  in  order  t(? a  Capitulation:  W  uch  being 
grantcd,thrte'  Lieutenant  Cotlonels  came  forth  as'H6([ages,inthe 
Afternoon.  The  l^reaty  lafted  the  reft  of  the  aay  and  night, 
at  what  time  the  Commiiiioners  were  ubh'g'd  to  go  back,  and 
confult  their  Superior  Odficers.     But  at  laft  it  was  agreed. 

That  the  nc%i  Sunday,  beit^gthe  1.6  o\  July^  in  the  Morning, 
the  Town  (hould  be  delivcr'd  to  fuch  OFccis  as  the  General 
ftonld  appoint ;  and  tiiarit^the  mean  time  five  Hoflages  (hould 
bedeliVei'd  to  iheBclicgers,  for  due  performance  of  Aru'cies^ 
and  that  aJl  the  Ou;-wcrksof  die  Towu  fiiould  be  put  ii:to  their 
hands. 

That  the  Enemy  (hould  forbear  to  fortifie  in  the  mean 
time,  and  withdraw  all  their  Cannon  from  the  Walls;  but  that 
the  Befiegers  fhould  be  permitted  to  work  and  poft  themfelves 
where  they  would,  provided  they  came  not  within  three  yards 
of  the  Wall,  nor  planted  any  Cannon  upon  the  Battery  they 
-  made. 

That  the  Garrifon  and  Townfmen  that  remained  behind, 
fliould  have  the  Benefit  of  the  Lords  Juflices  Proclamation,  which 
gives  them  their  Elfates  and  Liberties. 

That  they  who  had  a  mind  to  depart,  (hould  be  conducted 
lafe  to  Limericl^  with  their  Arms,  Drums  beating,  i^rc.  with  lix 
Pieces  of  Cannon. 

Laflly,  That  they  (hall  have  the  liberty  to  fend  to  the  Lord 
%rconnd^  to  acquaint  him  with  what  they  had  done,  and  per- 
fwade  him  to  do  the  fame  at  Limeric\, 

According  to  this  Capitulation,  they  fent  the  Lord  clamkcard^ 
and  four  Officers  more,  for  Hoftages,  and  allow'd  two  Perfons 
appointed  by  the  General,  to  enter  into  the  PJace,  and  take  an 
acccunt  of  the  Stores,  istc. 

Thus  upoti  the  26th  of  July  was  the  City  of  Gallomy  a^fbually 
furrendred,  the  Garrifon  marching  out  in  the  Morning,  and 
/  aVJfone,  the  Frtmh  Lieutenant-Genet al,  departing  the  Town  two 
or  three  hours  before  the  reft, as  it  were  Imogmto  -,  beinga  Civi- 
lity defiredby  theMonfieur,andwith  no  lefs  Generofity  allow'd 
bv  General  Gtrikleh  whoasfoonas  the  Town  was  clear  of  the 
Rebels,  put  into  ic  three  Regiments  of  Foot,  under  the  Command 
4^  Sir  Hemy  Bellafis.  Gallomy 
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Gallonfay  being  thus  reduc'd,  upon  the  i8th  of  yuly,thc  Eng- 
ijh  Array  fet  forward  from  thence  toward  Portumney^  \yhere  the 
;reat  Cannon  for  Battery  was  to  meet  them  from  Jthhhe:  And 
here  it  was  that  the  General  receiv'd  ad vice^That  Captain  Coale^ 
vlth  a  Squadron  of  EngUjh  and  Dutch  Men  of  War,  and  the 
^rovifion  and  Ammunition. Ships  from  Kinfale^  was  arriv'd  be- 
ore  Galloway^  upon  which,  the  General  order'd  him  imme- 
liately  to  fail  away  for  the  Shannon.  From  Atherntt^  the  Army 
idvanc'd  to  jB^^^^^r-Bridge  ,  where  they  were  joyn'd  by  (even 
legiments  more  that  lay  Quarcer'd  in  thofe  parts ,  and  while 
he  General  ftay'd  there,  a  great  number  ot  Draught-Horfes 
vere  taken  up,  in  order  to  carry  Provifion  and  Ammunition  to 
he  Camp.  At  the  fame  time  alfc>  feveral  Deferters  cameifrom 
he  Enemy,  who  gave  an  account.  That  the  French  i\i2iX.  were 
n  I/Wr/Vi^,  had  been  endeavouring  to  getofiaNighc  or  twob^- 
ore ;  but  perceiving  feveral  En^Iifb  Ships  in  the  mouth  of  the 
livcr,they  rcturn'd  back  again.They  further  inform'djthat  there 
vcre  above  twenty  Merchant- Ships  and  two  Privateers,  all  laden 
uid  bound  for  France.  Whereupon  Orders  were  fent  to  Gap- 
ain  Coak.^  who  commanded  the  Squadron  then  lying  in  the  Shan* 
lon^  to  take  care  to  fecure  thofe  Veffcis,  and  prevent  their  get- 
in^  out. 

Upon  the  3d  of  A^^guft.,  the  Englifh  decampt  from  Banah0^ 
ind  the  fame  day  Brigadier  Le^vejon,  with  5C0  Horfe  and  Dra- 
goons, got  before,  and  in  the  Evening  came  to  l<lenaf^h\  upon 
w'hofc  approach,  the  Governoun,  Brigadier  Cayroll  quitted  the 
/kice  in  great  hafte,  having  firfl:  fee  it  o^  fire  ;  which,  however, 
X  was  foo  1  put  out,  by  eleven  of  the  EngUjh,  who  hapned  to  be 
Priioners  there,  and  were  left  behind. 

On  the  6ih  oi  Auguft,  Collonel  MitcheUourn  having  block'd 
jnp  cV/^^^o  on  both  fidcs^  the  Gwcrnonr  Sir  Teague  0  Regan,  Cub- 
mitred  to  a  Capitulation,  and  fignd  Articles  tlie  fame  day,  to 
riiricndcr  tlic  Town  by  the  i  5th  next  enfuing.  But  ^.fierwards, 
o:ic  (,f  that  faaie  treacherous  It]Conftancy,na:ural  tothe  mccr  Irlfh, 
he  I cfuied  t3  yield  upon  the  Capitulations  he  had  fign'd.  So  that 
air^ore  numerous  Force  was  drawn  out,  and  fent  away  to  joyn 
y  ith  5000  of  the  Militia^  to  bring  him  to  another  fcrt  of  Ble- 
uancc. 

Ac  the  (amc  time  alfo  Baldmc  o  Vonrel^lovmcth/  a  ColloncI  in 
lin,  and  faid  to  be  the  true  Earl  of  Tyrconnel^^ho^c  Name  has 
^lerto  made  a  great  Noife  among  the  fuperliitfous  lyijh^  that 
I  their  Faiuh  upon  Prophecies,  frnt  to  the  General  a  Propofal 
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of  fbme  Conditions  which  hedefired  mi^-ht  be  granted  to  him 
and  his  Followers,  upon  their  laying  down  their  Arms ;  and 
that  for  the  prefent,  an  Article  for  a  Ceiration  might  be  allow'cf 
him,  for  continuing  unmolefled  with  his  Men,  in  feme  place  to  bi 
aifiga'dhim,  till  their  Majeffifs  Pleafure  (liould  be  known  con. 
cerning  his  Dciwands. 

Upon  the  7ch  or  8th  of  Mgujl,  the  Militia  of  the  County 
of  C^?''^  made  an  Incurfion  into  thePvebelsQuaiterf,  h^ycndBa^- 
/ry,;  under  the  Command  of  CoUcncl  Beecher,  and  fjeutenanc- 
Colkml  Mocre  ;  who  in  their  march  to  joyn  with  Lieurenanr- 
Collonel  Fr^fi^,  Lieutenant  CoUoncl /^(?i^yrf,  Major  fVjicie^  and 
Major  Morris^  met  with  a  Body  of  the  Enemy,  conffilin,^  of 
400*iVIcn,  v,cz\:  Sk^^krtei^e^  which  they  prefently  defeated,  "kil- 
ling above  do,  ^d  taking  fevcral  Prifoneis.  Wfc-icb  do/ie,  they 
joyt\'ci  tlie  reft  of  the  Party  ^  and  making  i  p  5C0  m  all, 
maich'd  toward  a  place  where  they  were  inform'd  that  Mdc-Cdr- 
ty^Moore^  and  0  "Bamvan^  lay  with  their  Regime  ts  5  and 
with  great  difficulty  got  over  a  Pafs,  which  the  Kebels  mighr 
have  defended  with  10  Men,  ^gainft  2000.  Whieh  put  the  Ene- 
my  into  fuch  a  Corflernation,  that  they  betook  themfclvcs  to 
their  Heels,  info  great  a  confufion,  that  they  left  behind,  for  a 
Pi;ey  tp  the  Er^iUjh,  athoufand  Head  of  Black  Cattle,  fivehuii^ 
dred  Garrans,  as  many  Goats^  two  thoufa^id  Sheep,  and  ftore  of 
ether  Booty. 

Much  about  the  fame  time,  a  Veflel,  on  board  ofwh'chwcrc 
St.  Ruth\GoQds  zv]d  Plunder,  attempting  to  get  out  of  the  Shan. 
mn.,  was  taken  by  one  of  their  Majellics  Frigars  that  was  cruiz,-- 
ing  about  the  Mouth  of  the  River;  at  what  time  two  other 
Ships,  m  which  were  Sars field's  Lady,  and  fome  other-  Pcrfons  of 
Quality,  obferving,  as  good  luck  for  them  would  have  it,  the 
Misfortune  of  the  firft  VelTel,  return'd  back  to  Limtri  ^ 

Upcnthe  nih  ofjugufl,  the  General  march'd  from  JSIemgfh 
to  Sh.ia'ey^  abcut  two  Miles  from  the  Silver  MincF.  The  nexCj 
day  headvanc'd  to  Tulls?i,  and  upon  the  14th,  toCarickcn-L^fki 
which  h  about  four  Miles  from  LtmaicI^  \ 

Upon  the  1 5[th,  the  General  went  with  f  500  Horfe  and  Dra- 
goons, within  fight  of  the  Town  ;  andhaving  beaten  h  the  Ene- 
miesout  G.iards  took  a  view  of  the  Rebels  Works,  from  the  , 
Hiils    where   their   Majdlies  Artillery   was   lodg'd   the  lafl 
¥ear. 
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On  the  1 6th,  being  Sunday,  the  Earl  of  ryrcomel  y^ho  depar- 
ted this  Life  the  Friday  before,  as  ir  was  certainly  laid,  out  of 
meer  AngnlOi  of  Mind,  to  fee  the  ruinous  Condition  of  his  Ma^ 
fkr's  Affairs,  was  buried  at  Limerick:,  who  being  thus  laid  in  his 
Grave,  a  Commiffion  was  prod uc'd  from  the  late  King,  which 
Mr  Plotpden^  formal v  o  ^c  of  the  Commillioners  of  the  Revenue 
in  IreUnd.  had  brought  but  a  little  before  from  France,  appoirc 
tina  Sir  Alexander  Fitton,  Sir  Rtchard  isleagle,  and  the  faid  Mr. 
Plorrde^,  Turticcs  oflreland;  who  immediately,  by  virtue  ot  the 
fame  Commiffion  ,  took  upon  'em  to  aa,  withm  the  narrow 
Confines  of  Limric^?  as  Lords  Jnfticesof  that  Kingdom 

At  the  fame  time  Collonel  Hey;ry  LuttereU  had  been  feiz  d  by 
order  of  the  French  Lieut.  Gen.  d'Vjfone,  tor  having  ma^^e  fome 
Propofals  for  a  Surrender  5  and  was  lenterc'd^by  a  C®urt;MArcial, 
to  be  (hot  to  Death.  Of  which  General  Owch^e  being  infDrm'd, 
fent  word  to  the  French  Monfieur  by  a  Trumpet,  That  it  any 
Man  were  put  to  death  for  having  a  Mind  to  come  over  to  the 
Endifh    he  would  revenge  ic  double  upon  the  Irt{h  Pn  oicrs. 

A'^£u(li^  The  Englijh  Army  drew  ncAV  Limerick,  ^r^d  drove 
the  Enemy  from  all  their  feveral  Forts  and  Places  of  defence  with- 
out the  Town  •,  of  which  they  quitted  fome  upon  the  approach  of 
the  Er^elijh  Ncverthelefs,  in  another  Fort  which  th  y  had  new- 
ly built,  and  wherein  they  had  fix  hundrrd  Men,  they  made  a 
fhew  of  greater  Rcfiftance  ^  but  upon  the  advance  of  tourlcore

llpon  the  50rh  ths  Be/iegers  began  to  piay  up>on  the  Town 
wnh  nincMonars,  which  f«iron  iire  in  fcveral  Jlaccs,  thoueli 
aburnrnot.very]oi,g  the  Buildings  being  all  of  Stone,  and  vS 
fJrong  However,  tne  fccond  Bomb  that  was  thrown  kili'd  he 
Lady  DtUon,  and  wounded  feveral  others.  The  next  day  ne 
Cannon  began  to  play  upon  the  Csftic  to  ruin  it,  and  to  hih- 
der  the  Enem«.Communicat,on  with  their  Camp ;  and  the  fa  me 
mgbc  -.vasereacd  a  Battery  ol  two  Mortars  maT,  qf  eigSn  ■ 
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Inches  diVnicter;  and  foon  after  iwo  more  Batteries  were  finiih'd, 
lone  of  foiirceea Pieces,  the  other  of  ten,  all  carrying  twenty  four 
J  and  eighteen  pound  Ball.  The  Reporc  of  all  the  Deferters,  who 
daily  came  over  to  the  Leaguer,  at  rhat  time  was,  that  cheGar- 
rifon  in  the  Town  was  very  numerous,  but  that  they  were  not 
half  arm'd,  and  that  they  were  in  great  want  of  Provifions,  But 
.  though  it  is  not  amifs  for  a  Gei^ral  to  hear  what  fuch  People  fay, 
yet  there  is  bur  lictle  Credit  to  be  given  to  their  Reports,  which 
are  moft  f^quently  fram'd  to  curry  favour.  Thus  in  a  few  d ays 
after,  other  Deferters  reported,  That  there  were  not  Provifions 
in  the  Town  for  many  days,  and  that  a'Vjfone  the  Frej^eh  Go- 
vernour,  had  promifcd  to  difmils  the  Militia  that  were  forceo  in- 
to the  Town,  aher  the  Battel  of  A^hrim,  if  fuccourdid  nor,come 
from  France  in  twelve  days.  Of  the  Truth  of  all  which,  an  eafie 
Conjcaure  may  be  made  by  what  has  hapned  (ince. 

However,  after  all  tliefc  fair  Stories,  the  General  hearing  that 
fevcral  Regiments  of  the  Enemies  Horfe,  wiih  a  Party  of  Raf- 
farees,  were  drawn  tcgccher  in  Kerry,  about  fixreen  Miles,  from 
Limerkk,  km  away  Brigadier  Le^ejon.  with  five-  hand  red  Horfe 
and  Dragocns,in  purfuit  of  the  whole  Party  5  who  being  informed 
of  his  ^krch,  divided  them  (elves  into  two  Bodies,  to  make  thqc 
retreat  the  more  eafie.  Which  Brigadier  Levefon  under R-anding, 
did  the  like  ^  and  with  one  part  of  his  Detachment,  himfeif  pur- 
fiicd  one  of  the  Enemies  Bodies,  while  CoUonel  hlewenbuyi  pup 
fuVI  the  other.  Nor  was  ic  long  before  the  Brigadier  overcook: 
the  Party  which  he  purfu'dj  and  fo  entirely  put  chem  to.  th:- 
rcLic.that  very  few  efcap'd ;  among  the  reft,,  the  LordCijIfcCW- 
wd'/was  taken^-and  fcnt  to  the  Camp  widi  the-  reft  of  the  Pri- 

foiiers* 

"  Upon  the  3d  of  Septemher,  the  Enemies  Horfe  quitted  their 
Camp,  under  the  Cannon  of  the  Town,  and  betook  tbemfdves 
to  anodier  that  lies  in  the  Road  between  Limerick^^Lnd  liilldoiv^ 
and  thas  their  Horfe  be'ng  near  to  fecond  'em,  th.ey  poftcd  iouu 
Regiirxrts  cf  Dragoons  to  guard  the  Fords  of  the  Shunnon,  in 
cafe  the  Enemy  fhcmld  attempt  to.p.ifs  the  Ri\^r.

About  the  fame  time,  the  Irijh  having  pat  between  2  and  300 
of  the  Proteflant  Inhabitants  oi  Lmmck^\mo  a  little  Ifland  in  the 
Shanmn^'^mitT  a  fufficient  Guard, their  fad  and  fiarving  Condition 
mov'd  the  Compaifionof  tlic  Cfiieersj  to  whofc  care  they  were 
committed  \  who  being  no  Icfsdefnous  thcmfelves  to  go  over  to 
the  Er.glifh^  ferit  to  Maj.  SrrjW,who  then  lay  ported  w^th  fome  of 
thzMtlttia  not  fa- fro n  the  Wind,  to  let  him  underftand  their 
intentions ;  upon  which,  the  Major  went  over  with  a  Parry  In 
fmall  Boats ;  arid  brought  away  not  only  che  Guard,  but  the  Pri- 
foncrs^,  that  were  almoft  ftarv'J  for  want  of  Fo^d,  in  a  place 
where  they  had  only  two  piiirul  Hutrs  to  (hclter  them  from 
the  Inconveniences  of  the  Weather. 

Septemb.  8.  The  great  Battery  of  2^  Pieces  of  Cannon  began 
to  play  very  early  in  the  Morning,  and  in  a  Diorttime  made  a 
Breach  of  about  ^o  yards  iii  the£/^i/y^Town,on  theNorrh-Eaft 
fide  of  it.  Upon  the  lefc  of  this  Battery  were  alfo  planted  SMpr- 
tars,two  of  which  were  18  Inches  in  diameter.  The  next  day,  be- 
ing the  pthj  ti^'o  more  Batteries  werefiai(hM,  which  playM  upon 
St.  John's  Gate  in  the  Irifh  Toi?n.  Thefe  Batteries  «nnd  M  Ji  tars 
playing  without  incermilfi3n,  made  a  wo  Id  of  Havockjdifmjiin- 
ted  the  Enemies  Cannon,  made  feveral  Breaches,  kz  the  Englifh 
To?r«[everal  times  on  fire,  and  laid  the  greateft  part  o^  it  in  Rub- 
bi(h  J  and  all  this  by  the  nth  at  night ;  at  what  timefome  of  the 
Bffi^gers  B:mbs  faUing  among  the  Enemies  Stores,  burnt  three 
of  their  Magazines,  one  of  Brandy,  and  the  other  two  of  Biikct, 
and  fhortly  iifcer  fired  and  blew  up  ancthcr  Magp.zfnc  of  Powder, 
wln'c.h  forced  the  Enemy  to  remove  what  Provifions  and  Am- 
miinition  they  h;.d  left,  into  the  Irifh  T  rpn.

mfoTce  arid  fecond  tlielr  own  t^arty  that  defended  it.  Butrnotwjthftanding  aH 
this,  the  Englifi)  went  on  with  that  Courage  and  Bravery,  that  they  beat  the 
Enemy  from  their  Works,  who  thereupon  fled  t©  the  Town  in  hopes  to  have 
been  let  in.  Bat  the  Governour  fearing  leaft  the  Vi£Jorious  Englijb  (hould 
have  EnterM  with  the  fugitives,  durft  not  let  down  the  draw  Bridget©  receive 
them  ,  which  occafion'd  a  great  (laoghter  of  the  vanquifli'd  Irifh ,  fo  that 
nothing  was  to  be  fccn  from  the  foot  ot  Thomoni  Bridge  to  the  draw  Bridge, 
but  heaps  of  dead  B©dics.  Six  hundred  of  the  Enemy  were  flain,  and  about 
one  hundred  and  thirty  taken  Prifoners,  among  which  Number  was  Collonel 
Skeltofj  (fince  dead  of  his  wounds)  two  Lieutenant  Collonels,  two  Majors, 
three  Captains,  feven  Lieutenants  and  fix  Eiifigns.  The  lofs  which  the  En- 
0jh  fuiiain'd  was  occafion'd  more  by  their  own  Contempt  of  Danger,  and  teo 
eager  purfuic  of  Vi^ory,  than  the  Refiftance  of  the  Enemy.  For  all  the 
while  the  conflict  endur'd,  the  Enemy  play'd  with  their  Great  and  Small  Shot 
from  the  Wails  of  the  Town  at  a  more?  than  ordinary  Rate-.which  was  therea- 
foi  that  theMettle  ofzhcEnglifl)  precipitating  them  too  faV^i^V  "^^re  much  more 
than  tSey  needed  to  have  been,  cxjxss'd  to  the  Enemies  Pire  :  fothat  between 
two  and  three  hundred  were  fliin  and  wounded,  tho  not  any  one  of  Remark. 

The  next  day  in  the  Afternoon  the  Garifon  beat  a  Parley  on  both  fides ot  the 
Jiiver,  and  defir'd  a  Truce,  which  was  agreed  upon  by  the  General ;  wtiich  time 
being  expir'd,  Sanfldd  and  Wahop  came  forth,  and  defir'd  the  Truce  might  be 
continu'd  for  three  days,  to  the  End  they  might  fend  to  their  Horfe,  which  lay 
toward  CUre^to  know  upon  what  Conditions  they  expedkd  to  be  comprehend 
ed  in  the  Capitulation. 

Upon  the  25  r/?.  CoWontX  SkeUon^  and  fome  other  of  the  Enemies  Office 
came  into  the  Enj^lijh  Camp,  and  thence  went  into  limerick.  The  next  Day 
Sjrsfit;ld3ind  Wjhop  d'ln'd  mth  the  General;  and  the  Lord  Ctttt  j,  Sir  David 
CoUieVy  Collonel  Tifftny  and  Collonel  Tiper  were  fent  as  Hoftages  into  the 
Town,  and  the  Lords  Wejlmcuth,  Ivea.j^h^  Trimbkflown  and  Lorotb^  reraain'd 
in  the  Camp  as  Hoftages  for  the  Garifon.  Upon  the  2jih,  the  frijh  fent  out 
their  Propofals,  which  the  General  not  approving,  inftead  of  an  Anfwer,  fent" 
back  twelve  other  Articles,  which  was  all  he  would  allow  them;  and  at  the 
fame  time  gave  Orders  for  the  great  Guns  and  Mortars  to  be  in  a  readinefs,  in  ^ 
cafe  they  refus'd  the  Propofals  he  had  fent ;  which  brought  down  the 
Stomackscf  the  Irijh,  who  feeing  the  Refolution  of  the  General  and  finding 
ro  other  Remedy,  at  length,  upon  the  third  of  this  Month,  cami;  to  a  finnl 
Conclufion,  fo  that  tlie  Articles  of  Capitulation  were  figned  the  fame  Day, 
confifting  of  two  Parts,  the  one  relating  to  Civil  "Afi^irs,  which  were  figned  by 
the  Lord's  Juftices,  the  General,  ana!  the  Perfons  deputed  by  the  GarriTon  ; 
and  the  other  in  reference  to  the  Military  Affairs,  which  were  fubf^ribed  by 
the  Generals  on  both  Sides.  Such  of  the  French  and  frip  as  have  a  Mind 
t®  pafs  the  Seas,  are  to  have  the  Liberty,  for  their  prefent  Convenience,  to 
ftay  ;n  the  E  ;^///??  Town  and  the  Ifland,till  they  can  befhip'd  away.  And  the 
Caftles  of  Kofs  and  Chre,  together  with  all  other  Places  and  Caftles  that  as 
yet  are  in  the  PoiTeflion  of  the  Irijl)^  <are  by  Vertue  of  the  fame  Capitulation, 
to  be  forthwith  delivei'd  up  to  the  EngliJI).  So  that  the  Surrender  of  this  Town 
compieats  the  Conqucft  of  the  whole  Kingdom  of  Irelxr.d,  In  purfuance  of 
the  Agreement,  one  Gate  of  the  Town  was  delivered  up  th..t  Evening  ;  it 
being  then  too  late  to  march  into  the  "^own  ;  but  the  next  Dny  the  ;r/,/?i  being 
quite  march'dout,  the  Lord  C»f'j  march'd  in  and  took  Pofr^rffia  1  of  it  with 
feven  Regim'*nts  of  Foot,  i'/r.c/zf/i  and  fome  others,  '"tisfiid,  defign  to  re- - 
pair  their  Fortunes  in  the  Frendj  Service,  and  to  make  themfrlves  the  more  ac-, 
ceptable  in  that  KingdoR?,  are  endeavouring  to  pick  up  tome  -of  their  fcatterM 
Troops  to  attend  'cm  ;  but  the  frjjl^  have  been  fo  ill  ufed  alrcp-dy  by  the  Frerch 
\\\  Wdand,  that  'ti^  i)clivev''d  they  wi'l  6nd  very  few  willing  to  go  along  wicii 
them.     But  if  they  dopick  up  any  roJoivers,  may  our  next  Journal   attenJ 
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
